Lang told him that he was going to do morality work, and added: “It is not the same 
as when you were around there.” Seymour had told Lang that he “had got orders that he 
had no power to raid houses, but that he was to tell them to move from place to place on 
orders.” 

Mrs. Isabella Carstairs, who was formerly employed fora month in the morality depart- 
ment, made the startling allegation that William Walker, a member of the force, had 
attempted to assault her in bed and that when she complained about it Deputy Chief Wright 
had called her a blackmailer and then sent Detective Reddick to offer her $100 to withdraw 
the case ‘as it would ruin the whole police force.” Walker and Reddick gave her fifteen 
dollars: which she threw back at them. The man was discha ged after she had been to see 
Commissioner Booth, but was taken back in two weeks. 

This witness told of numerous addresses of disorderly houses which she had given to : 
the police. She said she gave Chief Carpenter the addresses of thirty-eight. ‘The police 
force is rotten from top to bottom,” declared the witness, “and there is a policeman there 
who drinks regularly,” (pointing to the door of the court room.) 

William Girvin, of the Grand View hotel, was stated by Mrs. J. Bell to be a friend of 
Mrs. “Billy” Morton, who took a year’s lease on the block on Kinistino.. Mrs. Bell stated that 
Girvin first came to see her about renting the place “for a friend.” Mrs, Morton paid first 
installment on Girvin’s check. 

This witness also swore, after a good deal of hesitatoin and pressing from the counsel, 
that Chief Lancey visited her at her house and told her that she must not let the place to 
“Billy” Morton, saying: “Good God, we cannot have a place like that running.” She said

FIERCELY ATTACKED

Durazzo, Albanian, June 15—A_ strony 
force of Albania Mussulman insurgents

came as a complete surprise to the 


residents of the capital, where official 
statements had been published declar- 
ing that the Mussulinan rebels against 


the rule of Prince Willlam had been 
litterly defeated by the government 
forces a few days ago. It was asserted 
that the remnant of the rebel forces 


was surrounded by government troops 
at Shiak, between Durazzo and Tirana, 
Accounts vary as to the strength of 
the opposing ferces In the field. It ds 
generally estimated, however, that the 


government has 9,000 trained men whe) 


are sald to be apposed by about 27,000 
insurgents The rebels for the most 
part are tribesmen without discipline 
and they are seattered over a wide 
range of country,

In the Commons a few weeks after Hon. W. T. White 
had announced the tariff increase, Mr. F. N. McCrea, the 
member for Sherbrooke, bore testimony that there had been 
an immediate increase in the price demanded in Canada tor 
certain classes of steel building material affected by the tariff 
changes. Last week another piece of similar testimony was 
viven when it was pointed out to Parliament that the advance 
in the tariff on wire rods had brought an increase of twenty- 
five cents per keg in the price demanded for nails in the Do- 
minion, 

Speaking to this point, Mr. White sought to create the 
impression that the advanced price was not due to tariff in- 
crease, for, he said, “the duty has not been changed on nails. 
The duty on nails has not been changed, it is true; but the duty 
on wire rods from which nails are made has been considerably 
increased, That is why the price of nails has gone up. 

The duty on wire rods was raised for the sole benefit of 
two Canadian steel companies. Hitherto a number of Cana- 
dian nail manufacturers had been able to import the wire rods 
they needed at a price lower than that demanded by these two 
steel companies. Requested by these two corporations to raise 
the duty on rods, Mr. White obligingly did so.
